got a Knack of Talking plauſibly of Things 
they little underſtand, often ſeduce the Un- 
wary and Over-credulous into the Snare, they 
have laid for them, to their Deſtruction.

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the V enereal' Diſeaſe. 
the Diſeaſe is extremely virulent, and ſuffered 
to gain Ground upon the Conſtitution : Forno 
Power, that we know of in Nature, is able to 
make thoſe Changes in the Blood and Juices; 
and produce that Variety of Symptoms, in the 
ſeveral States of this Diſeaſe, but what muſt a- 
riſe from a Cauſe extremely volatile, active, 
and penetrating, and conſequently be ca- 
pable of pervading every the minuteſt Fibre 
of the Body. 

Bu r to clear up this Point from all Diffi- 
culties, J have more than once view d a little 
Portion of the virulent Sanies, ſqueezed out

A CHORDEE is alſo a very frequent 
Concomitant of a Clap; and of which 1 
muſt take a little Notice, in this Place: It 
is diſtinguiſhed into two Kinds, the greater 


and the leſſer: In the firſt, the Body of the 
Yard is convuls d, and drawn down in Sem- 
blance of an Arch, or Part of a Semicircle: 
It ariſes from an involuntary Contraction of 


the Muſcles, ſerving the Erection of the 


Yard, occaſioned by the pocky Myaſma 
kying hold of the Fibtes of thele 


Muſcles, 
© whereby 
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whereby the cavernoſe Bodies become ſtiff, 
rigid, and inflexible; for the tender Fibres 
of theſe Muſcles terminate in the cavernoſe 
Bodies, ſo that whatever affects theſe Muſcles, 
muſt neceſſarily make an Alteration in the 
Motion of the cavernoſe Bodies, and conſe- 
quently in the Motion of this Organ: That 
the Chordee is a perfect Convulſion, appears 
very clear, both from the Painfulneſs 4 
Part, and the involuntary Exection of the 
Yard that attends it. The ſecond diſcovers 
itfelf, when the Glans only is affected, and 
drawn down to the Body of the Yard, fo 
that if the Patient attempts to diſcharge his 
Urine, it falls perpendicularly to the Earth; 
nor, under this Circumſtance, can he poſſi- 
bly piſs from him: Nay, I have obſerved 
ſome Caſes, where . the Perforation of the 
Urethra pointed directly between his Thighs, 
ſo that he could ſcarce ever make Water 
without bepiſſing himſelf: This is occaſion d 
from a virulent Inflammation that ſo con- 
vulſes the muſcular, or tendinous - Fibres of 
the Frœnum, that the Head of the Glans 
cannot poſſibly be reduced to it's proper Po- 
fition, without either great Pain, or the Ap- 
plication of proper Medicines. Wy 

IF the virulent Gleet or Running happens, 
by any wrong Management, or the unſea- 


ſonable Uſe of Aſtringents, to be * 
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then the Fluxion of Matter ſometimes re- 
treats upon the Teſticles, and occaſions a 
Hernia Humoralis, in which the Scrotum is 
hugely ſwelled, feels hard to the Touch, 
and is attended with divers preſſing Symp- 
toms: In this Caſe the Patient complains of 
a contracting, throbbing Pain, great Heat, 
and an intolerable Inflammation: This Tu- 
mour, by proper Applications, is very often 
diſperſed Kart wc uh ill Effects: In ſome 
it ſuppurates, and makes a kind Diſcharge; 
and in others, . where the venereal Venom 1s 
extremely malignant, it either mortifies, or 
hardens into a Schirrous, that continues fo 


during the Patient's Life. 


Bur if the pocky Virus happens to cor- 
rode the Scarf Skin, penetrate the Cutis, and 
deſtroy the Continuity of it's Fibres and 
Blood Veſſels; then there enſues a little Tu- 
bercle replete with a whitiſh, yellow Matter, 
not tenacious, but ſeparating, upon being 
drawn out between the Finger and Thumb: 


Theſe Tubercles, when they break, produce 


untoward Ulcers; and theſe Ulcers, when 
their Lips grow hard and callous, receive 
the Denomination of Chancres, which are 
always of a ſtubborn Nature; and a Symp- 
tom that requires great Judgment and An 
to eradicate, 
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TAE fame Cauſes, that produce theſe 
Chancres, are alſo concerned in the Pro- 
duction of other Excreſcencies, called Ver- 
rucæ, or pocky Warts : Theſe little, hard 
Schirrous's appear with yellow, or ſmall, 
brown Heads, upon the Glans, Præpuce, 
or Body of the Yard; and contain, in them, 
all the eſſential Properties of true Warts, 
as Solidity, Hardneſs, and Inſenſibility. 
Theſe warty Excreſcencies always denote a 
very great Degree of Malignity, in the Cor-

Ino E Dr r, and the reſt of 
thoſe Gentlemen, that ſo much exclaim a- 
gainſt Theories, and mechanical Explana- 
tions in Phyſic, will allow that a Change is 
made in either the Solids or Fluids, or both; 
whereby theſe Verrucæ are formed on the 
Clans, on the Præpuce, and in the Lips 


of the Vagina Uteri: I hope they wil ll 
| ow, 
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allow, that this Change is brought about 
by Principles contained in the pocky Vi- 
rus; and that theſe Principles are ſaline; 
and act upon the Parts affected, by bring- 
ing the Corpuſcles of the Fluids cloſer to- 
gether, whereby they unite in Contact: 
Theſe ſeveral Points, to me, appear very 
plain ; and the Explanation eaſy, and agree- 
able to the Laws of Nature: Now if I 
advance one Step farther, and aver ; that this 
pocky Virus acts upon the Juices, in pro- 
ducing theſe Changes, by the ſame Princi- 
ple, that all other Matter, that comes 
within the Sphere of our Obſervation, is 
known to act; viz. by a Principle of At- 
traction; then theſe Gentlemen, notwith- 
ſanding we clearly ſee the Effects, will fall 
foul upon me, and charge me with unin- 
telligible Poſitions, tho'- the Principles are 
demonſtrative; and both Matter of Fat 
and Experience are on my Side. 

I x now theſe Gentlemen, in the Op- 
poſition, tell us, that theſe pocky Warts 
and . Indurations, that ſometimes happen in 
this firſt Infection, are occaſion d by a Con- 
geſtion or Malignity of the Humdurs; but! 
deſire them to let us know, how this Congeſti- 
on is brought about; and what Powers in 
the Solids and Fluids, and in the pocky 
Virus aſſiſt, in forming the Concretion: It 
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; hy I themſelves in their Ignorance, and 
e 


declare, that it is a Point above the Reach of 


human Capacity to comprehend: I muſt then 


beg Leave to anſwer, in my Turn: That 
this is not only to expreſs a very profound 
Ignorance of our Knowledge in the Laws 
of Nature; but, in my humble Opinion, 
a very ſtrong Deſire to continue in that Ig- 
norance; fince the Point in Diſpute is a 
Matter of Fact, and conſequently comes 
properly enough within the Sphere of hu- 
man Knowledge: And I ſhall refer the De- 
ciſion of this Point to the Judgment of 
Men of Learning; and ſhall be glad to 
know, whether it be not better to have an 
imperfe& Solution of a Cauſe, where that is 
neceſſary to expedite the Cure, than fit 
down with a ſolemn, grave Face, in our 
native Ignorance, without attempting to 
diſcover any immediate Cauſe of the Diſ- 
eaſe at all. 4 & . 

Bur, before I cloſe this Chapter, I muſt 
attempt to trace out the immediate Cauſe of 
Caruncles, or Carnoſities : Theſe are Acci- 
dents, that cannot ſo properly be faid to 
be Concomitants of a Clap, as Conſequen- 
ces of that virulent Evil: They moſt com- 
monly lurk'in the Cavity of the Urethra or

bliged to make ſuch Alterations and Chan 
as may ' beſt ſquare with the different Na- 
ture of the Symptoms, and the' peculiar Con- 
ſtitution of the Patient: Nor is it neceſſary 
to lay down ſuch exact Rules, as will agree 
with every Perſon's Temperature of Body;

I am ſenſible, ſome Gentlemen will read; 
ly find Fault with me, for applying the 
Word Criſis to a Chronic Diſeaſe; and I x 
ready to acknowledge, that this Word is mol 
generally uſed both by Hippocrates, and othe 
antient Authors, to explain the critical Mc 
tions, that frequently enſue in the ver 
Height of acute Diſeaſes: And, accordin 
to their Sentiments, it generally ſignifies e 
ther the Time when Nature exerts an er 
traordinary Effort, to free herſelf of any q 
prefiive Load; or the Plenitude of noxiou 
Humours, that lays this Load upon the prin 
cipal vital Organs: Tho', according to ſome 
it ſignifies the Evacuation of the Humour 
themſelves, during the Criſis: But certainly 
this laſt Senſe is more properly apply'd, t 
ſignify the Effects of a Criſis, which, in i 
Caſes, is either falutary, dangerous, or termi 
nates in Death. 
Bu T fure I am, that it is not improper 
uſed in the Fits of chronic Diſeaſes; 81 
the Fits of the Aſthma, Stone, and inte 
mittent Fevers: And by the Word Crit 
in this Place, I deſire to be underſtood i 
mean, a critical Eruption of the pocky Mit 
ter upon ſome of the external Organs, ur 
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in ſome Perſons appear in Form of cuticular 
Eforeſcencies ; in others, they break out like 
large, broad, ſpreading Tetters, noiſome 
phagedenic Ulcers, or malignant cruſty 
Scabs ; whereby we are more perfectly ap- 
prized of the Nature of the Symptoms, and 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe : And ſeeing that the 
principal vital Organs are much relieved by 
this critical Tranſlation, I cannot conceive, 
that the Word is at all improperly uſed, to 
expreſs this Change, whether the venereal 
Matter falls upon the Groins, upon the 
Kin, or ſettles in any other Part of the 
Body. 
Y E Reaſon and Cauſe we qe critical

TAN Diverſity of the Symptoms, ab- 
ſtractedly conſidered in themſelves, and ſepa- 
rately from the Parts affected, have a very 
great Dependance upon the Influence of the 
pocky Virus, whereby they are either mild, 
corroſive, . or extremely malignant; tho 
ſometimes the vicious Juices of the Body, 
ſhall ſo ſublime the pocky Virus, as to occa- 
ſion a Variety of very untoward Symptoms, 
even in Caſes, where originally the pocky 
Virus was very mild: This happens in Bo- 
dies highly ſcorbutic, that live much upon 
high ſeaſoned Meats, rich Wines, and other 
hot, inflammatory. Diet, which fire the 
Blood, ſharpen the Humours, and render 
the pocky Scabs, Blotches and Blanes, ex- 
tremely corroſive and malignant. 

THESE are the general Principles, that

by the Aſſiſtance of Art, be made to furniſh 
a proper Diſcharge, for the Relief of the 
Patient, as generally happens in a venereal 
Bubo. 

INDEED, the Caſe is mightily altered, 
when the Diſeaſe becomes univerſal, and di- 
vers other puſtulary Eruptions, and Abſceſ- 


Time ; for then it properly comes under the 
Denomination of a Symptom only; and 
muſt be treated with general Remedies: 
This Diſtinction I could not but here think 
neceſſary ; becauſe the Cure muſt be diffe- 
rently intended, under theſe two different 
Circumſtances of a venereal Bubo; as wil 
more evidently appear, when we come to 
4 of the Cure of this Species of the Di- 
caſe.

of a virulent Gonorrhœa, the unſeaſonable 


Uſe of Aſtringents, or the unſkillful. Appli- 
cation of ſtyptic Injections; whereby the 


pocky Virus, that ought to diſcharge by the 
poor ht in Form of a Gleet, is over haſtily 
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ſuppreſſed, and the infectious Myaſma, by 


this unſeaſonable Suppreſſion, is turned upon 
the Blood and Juices ; yet ſometimes it is an 
original Diſeaſe ; and the venereal Poiſon 


ſeizes the inguinal Glands, without the leaſt 


Appearance of a Gonorrhœa, or Clap. 


BuT, to give the Reader the cleareſt 
Idea of the Nature of theſe pocky Bubo's, 
| ſhall treat of them under two diſtin& 
Heads, viz. an acute or chronic, a legiti- 
mate or baſtard; and a ſanguine or phleg- 
matic Bubo. Now, That I call an acute, ſan- 
guine, or legitimate Bubo, that, in the Be- 
pinning, is attended with an Inflammation, 
comes kindly forwards, ſuppurates in a rea- 
ſonable Time; and when opened, diſcharges 
a fine, laudable, well digeſted Pus, that, if 
under ſkillful Management, aſſuredly frees 
the affected Parts from all Remains of the 
pocky Virus. But the chronic, baſtard, or 


phlegmatic Bubo, has not always ſo favoura- 


ble an Iſſue; for it frequently makes but a 
low Progreſs, often goes back, and ſome- 
umes totally diſappears; ſeldom can be 
brought to _ or make a Diſcharge 


o 
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of well digeſted Matter: And as the former 
generally terminates in an Abſceſs, ſo this, in 
it's Progreſs, frequently turns ſchirroſe, and 
produces a hard, fluggiſh, irreſiſtable, cold 


Tumour. 


Nov, tho' it is difficult to diſcover the 


Nature of the venereal Poiſon, the Textur 
of it's Parts, or it's Modus of Operation, in 
producing a venereal Bubo ; yet we know by 
certain Experience, that, in moſt Caſes, i 
infers a Sizineſs of the Fluids, eſpecially 
where it is attended with an Inflammation: 
This Sizineſs of the Blood and Juices, ari- 
ſes from a Mixture of the faline with the 
oleoſe Serum, whereby a ſaponaceous Cos. 
gulum enſues: This Coagulum infers an Ob- 
ſtruction in the ſmalleſt Branches of the ar- 
terial Tubes; in the minuteſt Veſſels of the 


Lymphaducts; and in the leaſt Fibres of the 


inguinal Glands, from whence, an intenk 
Heat, a throbbing Pain, and great Tenſor 
of the Veſſels enſue: Theſe are all Indica- 


tions of a Fluxion of Matter, about to fettk 


in the Glands of the Groin: By and by, 
the affected Part begins to redden, to in- 


flame, and to tumify: A little aft 


the Bubo advances, comes kindly forward 
and gradually tends to Suppuration : 1 
the mean Time, the Blood and Juice, 
by their Reſiſtance, Stagnation, and inteſ- 


tine 
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tine Motion, undergo a conſiderable Cn 
whereby a putrid Pus is generated: 
Change is diſcovered from the puffy Softneſs -. 
of the Part; and from an Abatement of 
Heat, Pain, Inflammation and Tenſion of 
the Fibres, in the inguinal Glands; all 
which mightily leſſen, as the Bubo comes 
forward, and tends to Suppuration. 

Tuvs far of an acute, inflammato 
Bubo ;' but the-Misfortune of all 1 is, that this 
Tumour does not always take it's Origine 
from an Inflammation; for, in phlegmatic 
Conſtitutions, it ſometimes ariſes from a 
Congeſtion of the Humours: This happens, 
when the Fluids move flower in the Veſſels, 
chan is conſiſtent with their natural Standard of 
_— and Secretion ; whereby they cohere a- 

mongſt themſelves, formV iſcidities, and conſe- 
quently larger Moleculæ, than can well paſs the 
ſmalleſt Orifices of the arterial Lymphatics. 

Tux firſt Sym ymptom that attends a vene- 
real Bubo, under this State of Things, is a 
dull, heavy Pain, arifing from the Obſtruc- 
tion of hs ſmalleſt Veſt: Is; and which in- 
creaſes, as the Tumour grows larger: Theſe 
viſcid Juices thus arreſted, in Time con- 
crete, and form little Knots and Kernels in 
the inguinal Glands: Of theſe Tubercles or 
Kernels, ſometimes you may diſcover three 
or four, which, at firſt have a ſeparate Sub- 

N 4 ſiſtanco 
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ſiſtence; but, as they grow larger, from the 
viſcid Lymph continually flowing into theſe 
Veflels, they unite, and form one large, hard, 
conſiſtent Tumour of divers Magnitudes; 
ſometimes of the Bigneſs of a Walnut, and 
ſometimes larger: The Matter forming this 
Bubo, ariſes from a thick, heavy, viſcid 
Phlegm, which, for Want of Motion, is 
always colder, and leſs painful, than the 
former: This Tumour often, in it's Progreſs, 
turns ſchirroſe; nor can it ſcarce, from the 
Adminiſtration of the warmeſt Applications, 
be brought to ſuppurate, or yield, when o- 
pened, a well digeſted, laudable Matter or 
Pus. ; rt 1 
Dro opening this Bubo with a Cau- 
ſtic, it often appears cancerous, and termi- 
nates in a foul, ſordid, phagedznic Ulcer, 
with jagged Lips: The Sanies, that iſſues 
from it, under theſe Circumſtances, is moſt 
commonly of a thin, putrid Conſiſtence, 
extremely ſharp and fretting ; whereby it 
frequently corrodes the adjoining Parts, and 
often lays the Foundation of a deep, hollow, 
ſinuous Fiſtula: This always . diſcovers the 
higheſt Degree of Malignity in the pocky 
Virus, attended with ſuch uncommgn Con- 
ſequences; as will ſcarce yield to the Appli- 
cation of the choiceſt Remedies.

Of divers kinds of puſtular Eruptions, ſerpigi- 
nous Scabs, and pocky Blotches and Ulcers, 
= ng the Sin and Fleſh, in different 

arts of the Body, under the GRAND 
Pox. 


„r it is not always in the 
Power of Nature, to ſeparate 
KY the pocky Virus, and detach it 

upon the inguinal Glands in 
— either Groin, for the forming 
of a venereal Bubo ; becauſe, in 
many Caſes, the greateſt Share of the tainted 
Juices are flung upon the Skin and Surface 
of the Body ; - whence ariſe puſtular Erup- 
tions of divers kinds, fœtid noiſome Scabs ; 
ſtinking, putrid Abſcefſes, and loathſome 
phagedznic Ulcers, ſending out a moſt abo- 
minable Stench : However, I think, moſt 
Writers judge it a favourable Turn of Na- 
ture, when theſe Puſtles, Scurfs, Scabs, and 
Abſceſſes appear full out upon the Habit; 
when they ariſe, from the impelling Cauſe or 
Force of the vital Powers, rather above the 

| Surface 
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Surface of the Skin; for it is a ſure Indica- 
tion, that Nature is ſtrong, and exerts an ex. 
traordinary Effort, to drive the pocky In. 
fection from the internal, to the external 
Parts and Extremities of the Body. 

THEsE cuticular Defilements may mot pro. 
perly be divided into three Degrees or Stages: 
Firſt, as they conſiſt of little, red, yellow, livid 
Spots, or Effloreſcences ; ſerpiginous ſcurty 
Tetters, and ſuperficial Scabs that creep upon 
the Surface of the Skin, corrode the milliary 
Glands, and defile the Forehead, Viſage, 
cored rer Back and Loins, Legs and 
Thighs. Of theſe Eruptions, ſome 
are Tittl and dry 2 light, pale, yel- 

low, livid, and of a brown duſky Colour: 

Some ulcerate, attended with a Flux of pu- 

trid Pus : Others emit a copious Quantity 

of a white Subſtance in Texture and Con- 
ſiſtance, not unlike Curd, in ſome it is like 

Tallow, and in others like a thin undigeſted 

Sanies. 

THE S x tettery Scabs appear ſometimes 
on the Neck and Shoulders, with ſcurfy in- 
dented Edges, not in- the leaſt prominent, 
but plain and flat through all their Surface : 

In others they are more elevated above the 

Skin, and appear with an Eminence in the 

midſt, not unlike a ſcorbutick T _ 1 

cab, 
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Scab, being diſtinguiſhed from the foregoing 
Affection, only by their different Colour, 
and the different Matter they diſcharge ; 
for ſcorbutic Scabs, Blotches, and Blaines, . 
moſt commonly are of a lively Colour, and 
when they ſuppurate, and break, afford a 
laudable Pus ; while venereal Abſceſſes, for 
the moſt part, diſcharge a putrid, indigeſted, 
corrupted Sanies, much thinner than real 
Pus; and their ulcerous Edges grow white, 
callous, and ſometimes horny, | 
BuT when either the pocky Virus has 
contracted a higher Degree of Malignity ; or 
the Patient has been negligent of his Caſe ; 
or very remiſs and irregular in his Diet, then 
the Symptoms become much more corroſive, 
and inveterate, which lay the Foundation of 
the ſecond Stage or Degree of cuticular Defile- 
ments : Inthis Caſe, broad, ſpreading, cruſty 
Scabs, appear upon the Neck, upon the Back 
and Shoulders ; and uponthe Thighs. In ſome 
Caſes, they beſet the Front and Sides of the 
Head only: In others, the whole Circuit of the 
Scalp is encompaſſed with Cluſters of theſe 
cruſty Scabs in ſemblance of a Diadem; and 
therefore, by the beſt Writers, are called Di- 
adema Veneris: In others again, a huge round 
dcab ſometimes ſprouts out upon the Vertex 
Capitis, or Crown of the Head: This — 
Wit 
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with an Eminence in the Middle, much 
above the Surface of the Scalp; and ap- 
yu of an aduſt or copperas Colour, with 
igh imflammatory Edges : This cruſty 
Scab reſembling a Crown, is, by knowing 
Practitioners, called Corona Veneris. 
SOME TIMES the Blood and Juices, 
loaden with the venereal Venom, are driven Ml que" 
into the Face, where it blazons the Skin, and priv 
disfigures the Viſage all over with huge . 
Blotches and Carbuncles, in a moſt frighttul WM wh 
Manner: Theſe Scabs, Blotches, and fiery Ml und 
Blaines I have known greatly exaſperated Wl lure 
from the untimely Uſe of mercurial Oint- JW mule 
ments: A Lady, under the Influence of vene- [ 
real Puſtles, that affected her Face and Fore- Ml fare 
head, had fo exaſperated the Symptoms, and foi 
brought ſuch horrible Defilements upon the W. 
Parts affected, by the two frequent Uſe of 4" 
theſe Liniments, that ſhe was not able to ap- de 
pear in Publick, to the Day of her Death. ng 
UNDER this Second Stage, the Hands Wil 
and Feet are often ſubject to venereal Chops, ll h. 
Scurfs, and Fiſſures; which, in Proceſs of Ml 9! 
Time, exceedingly thicken the Vole of the Wl 
Hand; fo that the Skin often riſes conſide- Ml 
rably above its natural Surface; and changes br 
into a horny, fungous, Excreſcence : Theſe Wh 
cruſty Scabs, or pocky —— if yl 
** ; they 
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they do not ſuppurate, often, in the Courſe 
of the Diſeaſe, change into ſcurfy Tetters, 
that, in Time, terminates in a ſtubborn Le- 
roſy. 
Tu E third and laſt Stage of cutaneous. 
Affections, under the French Pox, diſcovers 
tfelf by hard puſtulous Warts, that fre- 
quently beſet the Forehead, Eye Brows, and 
private Parts, in both Sexes: Theſe general- 
ly ariſe with high eminent cruſty Head 
which are of a tawny Yellow ; and the Fleſh 
underneath is rough, livid, and callous ; a 
ure Indication of a very high Degree of Vi- 
rulency in the pocky Virus. 

Ix this Stage, ſometimes, hard fungous or 
arcomatous Excreſcencies, called Ficuſes, 
from their Similitude to that Fruit, ariſe be- 
tween the Podex and Scrotum in Men; and 
Anus and Labia Pudendi in Women: Theſe 
ue large, flat Tumours, with broad ſpread- 
ing Roots, that often, in very malignant 
Caſes, penetrate the Skin and Fat, eat into 
the Fleſh, and occaſion a very inveterate cor- 
roive Ulcer: In ſome Caſes, the pocky Vi- 
rus creeps up the Fundament, lays hold of 
the Rectum, and frets and corrodes it's Mem- 
branes, whereby a gleety Ouzing, or Weep- 
ing enſues, that, if not timely relieved, often 
terminates in a Fiſtala in Ano. 


Many 
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Many of theſe hard, callous Chops, 
Fiſſures, and Condylomata, that affect the 
private Parts, and Fundament, in proceſs of 
Time, ſoften, inflame, and degenerate into 
Ulcers of a very bad kind: The Virulency 
of the Humour frets and corrodes the adjoyn- 
ing Parts; whereby they enlarge, and grow 
foul, putrid, and ſinuous Ulcers : The latent 
Poiſon ſpreads farther, and acquires ſuch a cor- 
roſive Nature, that it gangrenes, mortifies, and 
devours the Parts wherever it comes; ſo that 
fometimes you may perceive all that Space of 
the Perinzum between the Anus and Scro- 
tum entirely putzified and deſtroyed with 
deep ſinuous and fiſtulous Ulcers. | 

WHEN Things come to this paſs, and 
theſe phagedznic, eating Ulcers have made 
their way into divers parts of the Habit, 


then , wandering, nocturnal Pains be- 


gin to affect the Head, Neck, Shoulders and 


Arms; the Back, 4 and Shins, which

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Palate and Uvula ; and many they fubject to 
i pocky Hoarſneſs, a pocky Hectic, and a 
phthifical Conſumption. Upon theſe Conſi- 
derations, I thought it moſt adviſeable to 
aſſign them a particular Chapter; eſpecially 
15 — are generally local Symptoms, ex- 
tremely malignant, and require a different 
Method of Treatment, from moſt other 
renereal Aﬀections, in order to eradicate 
their ſtubborn Cauſes and Effects. 

I am very well apprized, that the Ozena 
$a Malady, to which Mankind was ſubject, 
bong before the Venereal Diſeaſe had a Being 
in our Climate: I am alſo ſenſible, that ma- 
iy People were ſubject to Hoarſneſſes and 
Inlammations of the Uvula ; Abſceſſes 
n the Tonſils and Muſcles of the La- 
nx, without any ſuſpicion of a venereal 
Tant; and which readily yielded to the 
odinary Methods of Cure, without any ex- 
ordinary Aſſiſtance from Mercury: But 
then theſe were of a different Nature, gene- 
ally more gentle, mild, and tractable, in 
weir Management, than thoſe, that, in our 
Days, ariſe from a Venereal Infection: Not, 
but ſometimes theſe ſimple Abſceſſes, would 
urn ſchirroſe, or cancerous; and eat away the 
Noſe and Palate ; but this was a very extra- 
dinary Caſe, and always aroſe from a Blood 
ad Lymph extremely vitious. |

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| Now, if there be a Diſpoſition of the

pituitous Humor, that ought to diſcharge at ficy

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Tairs Affection often, in its firſt Begin- 
hing treads ſoftly, and gives the Patient but 
little Pain and Diſturbance : He often com- 
plains of a Hoarſneſs, as if got by Cold, 
with a Heat, Pain, and Inflammation of 
the Palate, of the Uvula, and of the Ton- 
fils. As the Diſeaſe comes forward, a dif- 
ficulty of Swallowing enſues, the Hoarſneſs 
encreafes ; and the Patient ſometimes loſes 
his Voice: Under theſe Circumſtances, if 
you look into the Mouth, you may ſome- 
times perceive a great, large, craſty Scab 
formed upon the Palate, with inflammatory 
Edges; and of a tawny orange Colour, ac- 
companied with an Inflammation behind 
the Uvnla.: As theſe Scabs ſuppurate, whe- 
ther in the Palate, in the Uvula, or amongſt 
the Muſcles of the Gula or Larynx, they 
_ a ſtubborn Abſceſs, or malignant 
Ulcer, that, if not ſpeedily checked, devours 
the Uvula and adjoining Parts: Sometimes the 
malignant Virus creeps down the Trachea, 
falls upon the Lungs, obſtructs their fine ve- 
liculary Meſhes, occaſions an Inflammation, 
dappuration, and Abſceſs or Ulcer, that ter-

Bu T ſometimes the

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vours this important Organ, before any pro- 
per Meaſures can be taken for its Relief, 
tho' many Times it makes a flower Pro- 
greſs, and, in the Beginning, excites an In- 
flammation upon the Edges of the two car- 
tilaginous Wings : This frequently appears 
like a beginning Cancer, and ſwells the Noftrils 
toa large Bulk, very unſightly to behold; from 
whence is diſcharged a foul, ſtinking, fœtid 
Quitter, that makes way into the ſpongeous 
Bones of the Noſe, deſtroys their Sutures, 
whereby the Parts either all fall together, 
or ſeparate and come away one after another, 
which render the Patient a moſt unſightly 
Object to look upon. | 
Ir a deep, ſordid Ulcer poſſeſs the upper 
Part of the Noſe, or the Roof of the Mouth, 
then there is danger of a pocky Opthalmia or 
Inflammation of one, or both Eyes, which ſome- 
times preys upon the Pupilla, the immedi- 
ate 2 of Viſion; and then it termi- 
nates in a total Blindneſs, never to be recovered: 
But this ſeldom happens, unleſs the Hu- 
mours of the Eyes, turn ſchirroſe, or affed 
this Organ with a Cataract, whereby the 
Rays of Light that fall upon the Pupill, 
are hindred from converging upon the Ret! 
na, in Order to produce diſtinct Viſion.

the Bones of the upper Jaw, of the left Orbit 
of the Eye, and of the Forehead, together 
with a large Portion of the Brain, were enti- 
rely conſumed, and eaten away, by the ex- 
treme Malignity of the pocky Virus : This 
Man was the moſt frightful, disfigured Ob- 
ever ſet my Eyes on ; nor could I think 
it poſſible for a Man to retain Life under his 
inveterate Circumſtances, if I had net been 
an Eye Witneſs of the Fact: He lay two or 
s in the Paſſage through Ves 
uche as you go from the Hoſpital-Gate, 
to S Yobu's-Streer Indeed I ſhould not have 
known, that theſe horrible Disfigurements 
aroſe from the Effects of the French Pox, if 
had not given him Money for the Diſco- 
very. 
THe Reaſon why the Infection fo inve- 
terately affects the Noſe, Palate, and Throat, 
rung to any other Parts of the Body is, 
ſe the Bones and Muſcles of theſe Or- 
gans are more ſoft, ſpongeous, and conſe- 
2 more yieldi * the Impreſſions of 
venereal Taint, than thoſe of any other 
Part: But tho theſe Parts are frequently v affect. 
ed, yet ſeldom are they the firſt t ufer; for 
we moſt — perceive, that the private 
Parts are, for ſome Time, ſeized with pocky 
Ulcers, and puſtulous Scabs, before they ap- 
$ O 3 pore 
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pear in the Noſe, and Mouth : And is it not 
reaſonable then to ſuppoſe, that the Noſe 
may be frequently affected, from the Cor- 
puſcles of the venereal Venom received from 
the Private Parts in Reſpiration : That the per- 
ſpirable Corpuſcles, every Moment diſcharged 
from the pocky Puſtles and Ulcers of thoſe 
Parts, and conveyed with the Air to the Noſe 
inReſpiration, muſt neceſſarily taint that Or- 
gan with its noxious Qualities : And what 

es great Colour to this Opinion is, that we 
—— obſerve the Extremities of the Alz, 
the Part firſt indented with a hot, fretting 
Ulcer, while all the other Parts, higher up 
in this Organ, are, at the ſame Time entirely 
ſound, and free from the Infection. 

Ax p here I cannot but take Notice, of the 
pernicious Effects of a Salivation in Venereal 
Affections of the Noſe ; and which has a 
thouſand Times deſtroyed this Organ, in 
Caſes where it might have been preſerved, 
had not the Patient been too precipitately 
hurried into this Method of Cure: And is 
remarkable, that this Falling of the Note, 
generally happens, if it fall at all, when the 
Salivation is at the Height ; and which, I an 

ſwaded, oftener is occaſioned from thok 
= ds of Mercury, that come to thoſe Parts, 
during the Courſe of the Salivation, than 
from any Malignity in the n «Sx 

e: 
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Diſeaſe : A Salivation, where the Bones 
and Carti of the Noſe are foul, can have 
no good Effect, for the Mercury cannot act, 
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where the Fibres of the Parts are foul and 


mortified : In ſuch Caſes, they want Motion 
to anſwer the Impulſe of, the Mercury, 
whereby it ſtagnates, obſtructs, tears, and de- 
ſtroys the Texture of the Parts where it 
lodges ; and often leaves more terrible Marks 
of its Spight and Deformity, than is owing 


to the Tyranny of the Diſeaſe itſelf, 
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Of Gummi, Nodes, Tophs, Exoſtofis, and « 
| Caries of the Bones. 
S828 ITHERTO we have conſide- 
red thoſe puſtular Eruptions, ſer- 
piginous Scabs, and malignant 
> Ulcers, that affect the external 
Organs, that is, the Skin, Fat, 
and Membranes of the Muſcles, in different 
Parts of the Body: I ſhall now proceed to 
conſider another Species of Symptoms, that 
penetrate deeper into the Habit, and lay 
hold of the Fibres of the Muſcles, of the 
Tendons, and of the Bones: Theſe are 
Gummi, Nodes, Tophs, Exoſtoſis's, and a 
Caries of the Bones: Whenever theſe hap- 
pen, they are ſure Indications of the highelt 
egree of Infection; and that the pocky Vi- 
rus has a Power to retard the Circulation, 
vitiate the Secretions, and increaſe the Con- 
- geſtion of Matter, whereof thoſe venereal 
Tumours are formed, *

TAE primitive Writers, in general, treat- 
ed theſe pocky Nodes in a very ſuperficial 
Manner: 'They only confidered them as 
Symptoms, that appeared in the Progreſs of 
the Diſeaſe, but did not attempt to diſcover 
their Nature and Cauſe ; the different Parts 
they affected, and the Reaſon of their Dif- 
frence: I will therefore, in this Chapter, 
endeavour to give the Reader a clear Idea of 
theſe particular Affections; becauſe a right 
Adjuſtment of theſe Points, will furniſh us, 
both with the moſt judicious Indications, 
and the moſt rational Methods of Practice, 
for their Extirpation. | | 
Ir is obſervable, that theſe Tumours, eſ- 
pecially the Gummi and Nodes, ſeat them- 
elves in Parts of the Body, where the Cir- 
ulation has but a very little Force: And 
they are of different Natures, according to 
the different Parts they poſſeſs; for if they 
happen near Parts boulſtered up with Fat, 
; on the Neck, Arms, Loins, or Thighs; 
then they are generally ſofter in their Con- 
texture; of a Diſpoſition eaſily moveable ; 
And if they inflame, ripen, and break; 
they diſcharge a ſoft, thick, yellow Matter, 
of a Conſiſtence not unlike Honey. But if 
the ſame Tumour lodges itſelf in a Part not 
aounding with Fat, as in the cellulous 
Membrane of the Forehead ; In the Muſcles, 
en Tendons 
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Tendons or Ligaments, that join the Articy. 
lation of the Bones of the Tibia, or [nſtey, 


then a Node will ariſe, which is of ſome- 
what a harder Confiſtence and Make ;. more 
ſtrongly attached to the Parts, not eaſily 
moveable; and when opened, either contains 
a hard, ſuety Fat, or a conſiſtent, white Sub- 
ſtance, like Curd. 
Now if we proceed to conſider theſe Con- 
cretions and Indurations, that frequently ſpring 
up near, or upon the Bones, called Tophs; 
where the Veſſels are extremely ſmall, and 
but few. in Number, the Circulation of little 
Force, and the Secretions of the Juices conſe- 
quently very languid and feeble, we ſhall per- 
ceive_that thoſe Tumours are greatly harder 
and more compact, than thoſe that beſet the 
Muſcles, Tendons, and Ligaments: They 
uſually appear upon the Bones of the Crani- 
um ; mn the Middle of the Ulna or Tibu, 
and ſometimes in the Inſtep ; and are always 
either preceded, or attended, with the molt 
-bitter and mortifying Pains, 
Tus Tumours receive their Name, 
from a white, lapideſcent Matter they con- 
tain, not unlike thoſe tophaceous Gout- ſtones 
that are often found in the Fingers and To, 
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antivenereal and topical Applications, 
pot adviſe you never to rus to ſcale 
them, but ſuffer them to continue in their pre- 
{nt Situations ; for they often leſſen, diminiſh, 
ind fade away of themſelves, when once the 
Malignity is removed: So that the Difference 
tetween a Gummi, a Node, and a Toph, is 
no other, than what ariſes from the different 
vituation and Texture of the Parts: The 
different Degrees of Motion in the circula- 
ing Fluids; and the different Nature and 
Attraction of the pocky Virus: For the Gum- 
mi often ſuppurate, the Nodes ſeldom ; but 
the Tophs never. 

As therefore, from the Malignity of the 
pocky Virus, the Powers of Nature weaken, 
the Springs of the vital Force give Way, 
and the Blood, in it's Motion, 1s retarded ; 
bit follows, that the Corpuſcles of the Juices 
wil cohere, will attract each other; and form 
luger Moleculæ, than can well paſs the Extre- 
mities of the fine, adipoſe, and lymphatic Ar- 
teries ; from whence there neceſſarily enſues 
2 Viſcidity of the Lymph, and conſequently 
Obſtruftions of the Part: Theſe Obſtruc- 
tons firſt occaſion little Knots, or Kernels, 
in the minuteſt Glands and Lymphatics; 
which, from the Acquiſition of new Matter, 
n Time, raiſes a Tumour of different Bignels ;

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in ſome, it equals a Cheſnut, in others, 2 
Walnut, and in ſome again, it is larger. 

Bur the pocky Virus does not alway; 
finiſh it's Ravages by producing thoſe Gum. 
mi, Nodes, and Tophs; but ſometimes it 
inſinuates into the Fibres of the Bones, ob- 
ſtructs their Nouriſhment, and infers a Ca- 
ries, or Foulneſs in thoſe hard, oſſeous Bo- 
dies: In this Caſe, their Marrow and Oil 
ſend out a foul, rancid Smell, which is ex- 
tremely noiſome to thoſe that come near the 
Patient: A huge Protuberance enſues with 
great Pain, Heat, and Inflammation, in all 
the adjoining Parts; for as the rotten Fibres 
of the foul Bone ſeparate, they muſt neceſ- 
farily be huffed up, and raiſe an Emi- 
nence, eafily diſcoverable to the naked Eye: 
For this Huffing up of the Fibres of the 
Bone, neceſſarily ſtretches the Perioſteum and 
Membranes of the adjoining Muſcles, above 
their natural Stretch, or Tone; ſo that, un- 
der theſe Circumſtances, the Pains will be 
extremely acute and ſenſible: Theſe Pains 
ariſe from Obſtructions of the Perioſteum, 
vhoſe Veſſels convey a fine, ſoft Fluid, both 
to nouriſh the Bones, and ſupply their Cavi- 
ties with a due Portion of Marrow, which 
they receive from the Membrana adipoſa: 
This Marrow is continually melted down; 


and affords a fine Oil, to ſupple the F wy

Ir is obſervable in ſome Caſes, that the 
perioſteum itſelf, from the Obſtruction of it's 
Fibres, often bunches up, and forms a large 
Tuberofity, ſometimes miſtaken by ignorant 
Perſons, for an Exoſtoſis of the Bone, when 
ndeed, the Affection is only in this Mem- 
ane; and which, upon it's being divided, 
den entirely ceaſes. | 
THESE miſerable Effects of the pocky 
ſirus, ofteneſt happen to the Bones of the 
(anium, of the Noſe, and Palate; and to 
hoſe of the Ulna and Tibia, in the Arms 
nd Legs: But if the Infection be of long 
lontinuance, there is not a Bone in the 
whole Body, but what may be the Object 
(it's Rage: Thus I have known .the Pa- 
ate-Bone, the Clavicles, the Sternum, Ribs, 
ad Vertebræ of the Back, all cariated : And 
lonce ſaw a Skeleton that had not a ſingle 
bone, but what had received evident Marks, 
this deſtructive Malady, from the extreme 
lorrofiveneſs of the venereal Poiſon.

| ſpecially thoſe we call nocturnal, are not the 
Effect of every Degree of the Diſeaſe, or e- 
very Puſtle that breaks out upon the Habit;

Juices, by the Virulency of the venereal Ve- 
nom, is rendered unfit for Secretion, where-

THESE Pains are of two Kinds, fol-

Nature to groan under : But whether theſe 

Pains ſeat themſelves in the Head, in the 

Arms, wh Shoulder-blades, or Shins; yet 

they are always fixed, and never wander or 

move from Part to Part ; as they frequently 
do, while the Affection continues in the 

Membranes of the Nerves and Muſcles only: 
Theſe fixed Pains, if they are not timely re- 
lieved, often prove the Prelude to a Caries 
of the Bone; for this Membrane fo cloſely 
adheres every where to the Bones themſelves, 
that the pocky Virus can never enter-their 
ridged Fibres, but that it muſt firſt pene- 
trate through the cloſe, compact Body of the 
Perioſteum. 

"DuRiNnG the Day-time, thoſe Pains are 
commonly very bearable ; but towards the E- 
vening, or as the Night begins to {et in, they 
return with great Rage ; andaffect the Parts, as 
if Dogs were a gnawing of the Bones: They 
exerciſe a moſt cruel Tyranny, from ten til 
two in the Morning, fo that the Patient, many 
Times, is obliged to leave his Bed, for a 
little Reſpite to his Miſery : At the Dawn 
of the Morning, theſe Pains remit, and be- 

come more tolerable, till the ſucceeding E- 
vening again exaſperates his Dolors, and re- 
news the Tragedy.

TAE Reaſon and Cauſe, why Venereal 
Pains are exaſperated in the Night-time, 
ariſe from a Decay of the Vaſcular Syſtem, 
whereby the membranous and nervoſe Fi- 
bres are unable to counterbalance the Motion 
of the contained Juices: So that, under 
theſe Circumſtances, the arterial and ner- 
voſe Fibres will neceſſarily be diſtracted above 
their natural Standard, and conſequently be 
put to Pain, from any Cauſe that may rarify 
the Fluids: Now ſo long as the Light con- 
tinues, ſo long the Spring of the external Air 
is exactly in Balance, with that contained in

FROM theſe Reaſonings and Obſerva- 
tions, we may gather, what Credit is to be 
giyen to thoſe Writers that pilfer from an-

1 am much ſurprized, that the learned Sylviu 
de le Boe, who, upon other Occaſions, is cer- 
tainly a very judicious Obſerver, ſhould 
fall into ſuch an Error: But it is not only 
this Author, I am to find Fault with, for 
I ſcarce know a Writer upon this Subject, 
ſince the Year- 1690, but what has fallen 
into the fame Miſtake ; tho' if they ever had 
ſeen any Practice at all, they muſt be ſen- 
ſible that the Defluvium Pilbrum; Caſus Der-

IN this Diſſertation I ſhall: not trouble

Now the Misfortune of all is, that there 
is neither Obſervation nor matter of Fact to

generates a pocky Hectic, which ſeldom fails 
to terminate in a phthiſical Conſumption. 

Now all theſe Ravages, and huge Train

On the contrary, if the venereal Venom 
happens to be communicated to a Perſon of a 
phlegmatic Diſpoſition, then the puſtulous 
Eruptions will be white and rough in their 
Heads; the Scabs in ſome, plain and flat;

2 O W if we approach a little nearer, 
and take a View of thoſe Effects 
and Conſequences, that foretel 
the Event of the ſeveral Branches 
of the Diſeaſe, we ſhall perceive, 
that the Prognoſtics of the Grand Pox, very 
much depend upon the Greatneſs and Severi- 
ty of the Symptoms; the Multitude of the 
Organs affected; and the Neceſſity of thoſe 
Or gans tO Life. | 
We always make a favourable Prognoſis 
when the . are few, and keep at a 
good Diſtance from the vital Principle, pro- 
ded the venereal Venom does not penetrate 
the Perioſteum, and lay hold of the Bones: 
The fame we pronounce, if the pocky Virus 
lodge it ſelf in the Glands of either Groin, 
fs R 4 forms 
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forms a Tumor, which terminates in a ſup- 
purating Bubo : We likewiſe judge much 
more favourable of a ſimple Pox witha virulent 
Running, than of a dry Pox, without that Cir- 
 eumſtance accompanying it: A Pox con- 
tracted in Youth or middle Age, than in old 
People; for it is difficult to cure old Men, 
1 Reaſon their Juices are more viſcid, and 
their vital Principle leſs active to fling out 
the pocky Virus: For it is always a good 
Omen, and promiſes well to the Patient, 
when the Puſtules and Scabs appear full out us p 
upon the Habit; and their Heads riſe with WI nd 
an Eminence above the Skin: And doubt- tts 
leſs, the want of vital Force, in aged 
Perſons, is the fole Reaſon why the Juices 
are viſcid, and why this Diſeaſe often ter- 
minates in the Scurvy, Aſthma, or Dropfy. 

THz Cure of a hereditary Pox ; or of a 
Pox tranſmitted from Father to Son, is dif- 
ficult, but not impoſſible : The fame may be

lier Profeſſor, aſſures us, in the 22d Ob- 
tration of his fourth Century, that he

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cured a French Courtier within a Month, 
without a Salivation; who had been miſe- 
rably afflicted, for 15 Years with an Exoſ- 
toſis on each Tibia, and intolerable Night- 
pains: Another he cured without a Sali- 
vation, of three remarkable Exoſtoſis's on 
the Cranium, and a large, ſchirroſe Tumour 
in his left Teſticle, as big as a Man's Fiſt, 
that were of 12 Years ſtanding. He had 
ſuffered the Unction ſeveral Times, to no 
Manner of Purpoſe. 

Tn x learned Mr Profeflor Boerbaave, in 
his Preface, prefixed to the Authores Morbi 
Gallici, gives a very ſurprizing Caſe of a 
young Gentleman, whoſe Cure he effected 
without a Salivation : This Perſon had ſcarce :

Now, if we take an accurate Survey of 
the Paſſions, we ſhall perceive them 'only 
the eager Deſires of the Soul, intended or 
emitted from a Weakneſs, in the Exetciſe 
of the animal Faculties; for thoſe Perſons of 
1 ſhallow Underſtanding, are generally ſub- 
ect to the ſtrongeſt Paſſions: They are the 
prings that direct us, in all the irregular 
Actions of Life: As for Example, if we en- 
quire what immediately excites us, to over- 
charge the Body with Gluttony? It is no- 
hing but a Paſſion for Appetite. What 
purs us on to Lewdneſs, and all Manner of 
debauchery, er we contract Claps, 
boxes, and other virulent Diſeaſes? Nothing 
ut a Paſſion for Luſt. What makes us co- 
rtous? A Paſſion for Money; and fo of

N the 1oth Chapter of the 
former Part, we have clear- 

my ly diſcovered, from the Na- 
ture, Symptoms, and Ef- 
fects, of venereal Diſ- 
— ceaſe, that the pocky Venom 
nuſt neceſſarily conſiſt of a fine, ſubtile, 
corroſive, volatile, ſaline Fluid, greatly pe- 
netrant., Now in Order to ſubdue the 
Force and Action of a poiſonous Fluid, en- 
dued with ſuch a Variety of Qualities, it 
vill be neceſſary that we diſcover a Remedy, 
whoſe Parts are equally ſubtile, active, and 
penetrating : And, of all the Animals, Ve- 
getables, and Minerals, yet diſcovered, I 
know, nothing in Nature, that for Simpli- 
city of Parts, Subtility of Motion, and Vo- 
atility of Corpuſcles, is ſo proper to encoun- 
er this many headed Hydra, as Mercury; 


Y whoſe 
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whoſe Parts are ſo extremely penetrating, as to the 
enter the ſmalleſt Tubes of the Blood Veſſels und 
the fineſt Fibres of the Nerves, and the leaſt {lv 
Pores of the Bones: So that no Organ, or jzr 
Part, can poſſibly eſcape the Force and Pow- 
er of it's Penetration and Effects. 

I AN ſenſible, ſome Phyſicians have at- 
tempted to cure the Pox without Mercury; 
and I know, and ſpeak it from Experi- 
ence, that very ſlight Caſes may be per- 
fectly eradicated, without the leaſt Aſſiſ- 
tance from that Mineral: But, as the Uſe o 
Mercury, under ſkillful Management, is 
both fafe, and extremely efficacious, in root- 
ing out the moſt ſtubborn Symptoms, ſo 
moſt commonly I make Choice of it, as 
one of the beſt Remedies we can preſcribe, 
under a confirmed Pox. 

Bur before we enter into a Detail, of 
it's Action and Virtues; and the Al- 
terations and Changes, it occaſions in the 
Solids and Fluids of a human Body, I think 
it will not be amiſs, if we firſt enquire into 
the Nature of this Fluid, and the ſpecific 
Properties it is endued with, different from 
all other Fluids, yet known in the World. 

MEzERcuRy is a bright, polite, Silver- 
coloured, mineral Fluid, whoſe Corpuſcles 
conſidered in themſelves, are ſpherical, ſimi- 
lar, and extremely ſolid, which gives = 
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their Weight. It is greatly volatile and elaſtic; 
and it's Parts fo little cohere amongſt them- 
klves, that the leaſt Force of Fire, will ſe- 
perate, raiſe, and ſublime them into Va- 
your : From the Gravity 
rs Corpuſcles, it appears to contain a vaſt 
Quantity of Matter, under a very ſmall Sur- 
ace; and therefore if well purged from the 
Remains of all mineral Particles, which it is 
frequently made to imbibe, it carries it, in 
Weight, againſt all other Metals except Gold, 
the Prince of Metals.

Mineral whatever : And if two Globules be 
put on a Plain, at a v 
ach other, and ſet in Motion, the

It's Parts are fo futile, that it does 
tot readily join with any Body, but thoſe 
lat are either extremely ſmall, extremely 
nſcid, or of a metallic Nature: And for 
this Reaſon it eaſily amalgamates with Tin, 
Lead, Silver, and Gold, but not fo readily 
with Copper, and not at all with Iron. 

THF viſcid, cohefive Parts of Turpen- 
lines, of Balſams, and of the Saliva, arreſt 
te Globules of Mercury, and embody with 
lem ; but nothing ſo much influences this 
Mineral as Sulphur. The Parts of Sulphur 
re ſtill ſmaller than thoſe of Mercury; for

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one Part of Sulphur will take up, and embody 
two Parts of Mercury, as appears, from the 
Compoſition of our Æthiopic Powder, pre- 

ſcribed in the following Pages: Now if 
the conſtituent Parts of Sulphur were not 
ſmaller, they never could ſuffer this Union, 
in ſuch a Diſproportion ; for the Corpuſcles 
of both attract each other, but the At- 
traction of the Corpuſcles of Sulphur, is 
by far greater, than thoſe of Mercury : 
And though after ſuch a Union they con- 
ſtitute a moſt exquiſite, black Powder, 
yet if you examine them with a Micrc 
ſcope, you will perceive the Globules of Mer 
cury and Sulphur every where lying ver 
cloſe to each other, though not united ; anc 
their Colour of a lightiſh grey, though :

Havins thus far ſtated and explained 


the Queſtion of Fact; I ſhall now proceed * 


to make a few material Reflexions, concer- 
ning the juſt Proceedings of Nature, and the 
Reaſon why ſhe often flings the Effects of 
the Diſeaſe, upon certain Organs of the 
Habit: And does it not evidently appear, 
that this is done for her Relief; for the Se- 
curity of the internal Organs, that the inter- 
nal Frame of the Conſtitution may be freed 
from the Embarraſſinent of the pocky Virus. 

Bu T, to ſet this Matter in a clearer 
Point of Light, it is obſervable, that the in- 
ſectious Myaſma communicates an immedi- 
ite Change, to both the ſolid and fluid Maſ- 
e, when once it is got into the Blood: 
{cles of the Fluids to 


arm larger Coheſions, than is conſiſtent with 
i free Circulation, 5 Perſpiration 


becomes 
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becomes partially obſtructed, which neceſſa- 
rily lays a greater Embargo upon the Heart 
and Arteries, than thoſe Organs are natu- 
rally accuſtomed to: Theſe vital Powers, 
from this additional Quantity of the obſtruc- 
ted, perſpirable Matter, receive an additional 
Force and Motion, whereby they exert an 
extraordinary Effort, to relobe and diſlodge 
thoſe unfriendly Coheſions of the Juices: 
Now Nature, in theſe Caſes, frequently ac- 
compliſhes her Ends and Purpoſes, either by 
flinging the tainted Juices upon the ingui- 
nal Glands, where they generate a venereal 
Bubo; or ſhe drives the pocky Virus out- 
wardly to the Skin, and Surface of the Body; 
where it forms puſtulary Eruptions ; hard, 
broad, cruſty Scabs ; ſpreading Tetters ; noi- 
ſome Ulcers, &c. And this is the Intent 
and End of Nature ; and both all ſhe can 
do, in this Affair; and all that can reaſonably 
be expected from her. 
Now let us leave Nature, having done 
her Part of the Work, by ſeparating the 
pocky Juices from the Blood and animal 
Juices; and go on to conſider the Indica- 
tions and Methods moſt proper to be taken, 
in Order to eradicate the venereal Venom, 
and effectuate a ſucceſsful Cure. 

I NEvER yet could hear of any Phyſi- 


Gian, Surgeon, or inferior Practitioner, that

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was hardy enough to adviſe a Salivation in 
a venereal Bubo, eſpecially if the Tumor 
came kindly forward, and gave Signs of a 
ſpeedy Suppuration. This Practice they 
would all readily enough exclaim againſt, 
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38 a moſt unjuſtifiable Proceeding: And why 


would they raiſe this general Clamour, a- 
gainſt a Salivation in this Caſe ; but becauſe it 
would be directly oppoſing both the Deſigns 
and Efforts of Nature ; and undoing all that ſhe 
had attempted to do, and effected with fo 
much Labour andPains: For when the venereal 
Matter is ſeparated from the Blood, collected 
in the inguinal Glands, and congeſted into 
Pus, upon the Groin, our proper Buſineſs 
then is, to encourage the Suppuration of the 
Tumor, by Medicines that obſtruct the Per- 
ſpiration of the Part; hinder the Retreat of 
the Matter; and ſoften the Swelling ; that 
it may be opened when fit for the Incifion 
or Cauſtic : This is the Voice of Reaſon; 
and a Method that both Nature and Art 
point out, as the moſt rational Practice, in 
the Cure of a venereal Bubo. | 
Bu T for once we will ſuppoſe, that the 
Humours are an Over-match for Nature; or 
that thoſe Glands of the Groin are fo tight 
and unyielding, to the Motions of the tainted 
Fluids, that Nature cannot accompliſh a De- 


Puration of the pocky Juices, by flinging 
. n 
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them upon thoſe glandulous Emunctories of 
the Groin ; yet, ſtill ſhe is powerful enough 
to drive them to the Skin and Surface of 
the Body: I defire to know, what are the 
molt proper Indications of Cure, when Na- 
ture has diſpatched out the tainted Juices, to 
the Skin, and external Habit? Why, you 
will tell me, that the general Practice, in 
theſe Caſes, is a Salivation; but I aver, that 
a Salivation, under theſe Circumſtances, is 
a more prepoſterous Method of Cure, than 
in a venereal Bubo, and againſt both 
Reaſon and Experience: For the Force of the 
Mercury muſt melt down the Scabs, Tet- 
ters and Blotches, that Nature had already 
diſburthen'd herſelf of, and lodged upon the 
Skin and Fleſh: Theſe Scabs, Tetters, and 
Blotches, thus melted down, muſt again 
float in the Blood, circulate with the Fluids, 
and at laſt, in the Courſe of the Circulation, 
be convey'd to the Mouth for their Diſcharge, 
by a noiſome Spitting: So that let the puſtu- 
lar Eruptions, or pocky Scabs, be at ne- 
ver ſo great a Diſtance from the Head, yet 
they muſt take this Courſe through the 

Blood and Juices, for their Evacuation. 
THESE Scabs, Tetters, &c, in the ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe, are certainly by the Force of 
Nature, driven to the Surface of the Body, 
as to Parts where they can do the . 
a * el 
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of Wl chief; and may properly enough be conſi- 
tered, as of the fame Conſequence to the 
Blood, as a puſtular Rath is in a Fever: 
They are both equally the Effects of a De- 
puration of the Blood, under thoſe two dif- 
ferent Affections: They are both equally 
fung upon the Skin, for the Relief of the 
internal Organs, and their convenient Diſ- 
charge by the cutaneous Emunctories. Now 
deſire any reaſonable Man to reflect, whe- 
ther it would not be acting contrary to all 
the Laws and Maxims of the Conſtitution ;

Lei- Nnoſt knowing and judicious Men of the 
ad) N profeſlion, to oblige the Puſtules in a Raſh, 
the Wer eruptive Fever, to retreat by any unſea- 


onable Evacuation: And why it ſhould be 
udged otherwiſe in this Caſe of the French 
fox, I muſt confeſs is above my Abilities to 
concelve. 1 

Ir we couſult the Light, we have from 
the illuſtrious Ancients, under the like Cir- 


nc- ¶aumſtances, they all to a Man, adviſe us to 
© Willow Nature, and to purſue her Deſigns, 
the e leading the Way: — —— in the 

ziſt and 22d Aphoriſms of his firſt Book, 
e. ot only tells us what, and when to evacuate ; 
1 of Whit he points out the particular Evacuation 
ody, Miroper to be intended, in moſt Diſeaſes. 
Mir Nhat, and when to evacuate, he particu- 
hief, 2 U 3 larly 
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larly mentions in theſe Words: * Cof#a, nm 
cruda, movere & purgare oportet: He cer- 
tainly means by this Aphoriſm, that we ne- 
ver ſhould attempt to purge, while the Hu- 
mours are under a State of Crudity : Humours 
were always faid to be crude, in the Begin- 
ning of Fevers, when the febrile Matter 
was ſo ſubtile, that no purging Medicine could 
take hold of it; but in the Progreſs of the 
Fever, as the Juices became more digeſ- 
ted, ſo then a Purge given, was faid to be 
timely given, to carry off by Stool the con- 
cocted Phlegm. 

TAE Words cocta non cruda, may alſo 
have Relation to febrile Eruptions flung upon 
the Skin; which are always ſaid to be crude 
or green, for the firſt four or five Days of 
the Fever; and therefore both Bleeding and 
Purging are generally forbidden, unleſs ſome 
urgent Symptoms of Pain or Inflammation, 
indicate them neceſſary. 

AND it is obſervable, that if theſe cuticu- 
lar Eruptions happen to ſtrike into the 
Blood again, they always increaſe the Com- 
motions of Nature: And theſe Commo- 
tions are exaſperated in Proportion, as the 
Matter of the Puſtules are more or leſs ma- 
lignant: Now as the pocky Virus is the mol

virulent 
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virulent Poiſon, that can affe& the Body of 
Man ; fo it's Retreat and mixing with the 
Blood again, muſt always be attended with 
the moſt pernicious Conſequences, to the 
Conſtitution ; eſpecially fince this Proceeding 
is ating both againſt the Courſe of Nature, 
and the evident Laws of the animal Oeconomy. 

H x points out the Evacuation moſt pro- 
per, for the Humours to go off at, in theſe 
Words: * Que ducenda ſunt ed ducenda, 
quo maxim? Natura Viam affectat, per Lo- 
ca Legi Nature commoda. Can any Thing 
be more clear, than that Hippocrates, in this 
Aphoriſm, adviſes to evacuate all Humours, 
by the Evacuations neareſt the Parts affected: 
And as Nature has placed the tainted Juices 
in the Skin and Surface of the Body, can 
we judge otherwiſe, than that ſhe deſigned 
me i they ſhould go off by the cuticular Diſ- 
On, char ge. — 

Bur, to argue this Point a little more 
eu- cloſely, do we not practiſe agreeable to theſe 
the Principles and Laws, in all other Caſes of 
m- the like Nature, at this Day? Are not moſt 
* oe ma of the Stomach and Inteſtines, beſt 
nc relieved by proper Vomits, and gentle pur- 
ph hut Medicines? Thoſe Affections of the 

caſt and Lungs, from Bleeding, expecto- 


: # Aphor. 21, / 
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rating Medicines; and thoſe we call Balſamicꝭ: 
Do we not perceive Thoſe of the Kidneys and 
Bladder beſt relieved, with proper Diuretics, 
that clear the urinary Paſſages of all Sand, 
Gravel, and other ſtubborn Obſtructions: I; 
not the ſame Practice obſerved in Diſeaſes of 
the Head ? Do we not attempt to relieve Pal. 
ſies, Apoplexies, and other Aﬀections of the 
Brain and Nerves by Bleeding in the Jugulars, 
by Errhines, Apophlegmatiſms, and Sternuta- 
tories? And why do we adviſe theſe Remedies 
in the foregoing Diſeaſes, but that we may 
evacuate the obſtructing Matter, and oblige it 
to go off by the Emunctories neareſt the Part 
affected; or per Loca Legi Nature commoda. 

War Madneſs then is it to coun- 
teract all her Intentions in the French Pox; 
and oblige the Venereal Venom to diſlodge 
again from the Skin, to diſſolve, to retreat, 
to float again in the Blood; and to go off by 
a noiſome, foul, profuſe Driviling, continued 
for a Month, five Weeks, or ſometimes 
longer. 

As well may you attempt, to ſtrike in 
the Puſtules of the Small-Pox and Meaſles, 
after theſe Eruptions are come out: As well 
— 1 you endeavour to repel thoſe cuticular 
Effloreſcences and Pimples in the Itch; thoſe 
foul, ſcaly Scabs in the Pſora and Leproſy: 
In a Word, with equal Reaſon may you 


adviſe 
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adviſe the moſt oppoſite and contradictory In- 
dications of Cure in the ſame Diſeaſe, as 
melt down thoſe Scurfs, Scabs, and Blotches in 
the Grand Pox, whereby they frequently foul 
the Blood, taint the Juices, and precipitate 
the Patient into an irrecoverable Conſumption, 
the Fate of Thouſands, that have the Misfor- 
une to be unſeaſonably falivated. 

Bu T you will fay perhaps, that I have 
aken great Pains to depreciate the Value of 
1 Salivation in the Cure of the French Pox, 
but have not ſubſtituted any Indications pro- 
per to eradicate the ſeveral Branches of the 
Diſeaſe : You demand therefore what Courſe 
s moſt proper to be taken? How ſhall we 
with Safety diſpoſe of the ſeveral Symptoms 
of this Diſeaſe, that foul the Skin and Fleſh, 
and beſet the Organs in every Part of the 
Body ? To this I anſwer, that we ſhall ob- 
tain all the Benefits, procured in a Salivation, 
by enlarging the Evacuations, by Sweat, Urine, 
ad Stool; and from aſſiſting the Enforce- 
ment of theſe Diſcharges, by Bathing, Vo- 
miting, and Mercurial Fumigations: Theſe 
kveral Indications muſt be varied according 
o the different Seat and Circumſtances of 
the Diſeaſe, as ſhall more plainly appear in 
the Sequel of this Diſcourſe, where we treat 
of the particular Methods of Cure, 
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- THESE are the grand, curative Indica- 
tions that will ſupply every Thing expected 
from a Salivation ; and when rightly applied. 
is a Courſe that I haye known to ſucceed in 
the moſt ſtubborn and inveterate Poxes, even 
in Caſes, where a Salivation, and that re- 
peated, has failed of Succeſs. And Rzverius, 
who firſt gave me the Hint, aſſures us, that 
he effected many great, and eminent Cures, 
even where there were Gummi and Nodes; 
even where there were Exoſtoſis's and hor 
rible Defilements of the Skin and Fleſh, onl 
with his Antivenereal Purge, and a fudorific 
Decoction of the Woods and Antimony : And 
Mr Profeſſor Boerhbave gives divers In 
ſtances of ſurpriſing Cures he effected with 
out a Salivation, even where the Bones were 
foul in divers Parts of the Body. 

I ſhort all the great Men, that made the 
Health and Welfare of Mankind their pecuyi8 © 
har Care; that had no ſiniſter Ends in View Ml © 
and therefore dared to ſpeak out, have pub 
lickly declared againſt a Salivation : Thug © 
Nic. de Blegny, Surgeon to the French King 
in his Art of curing the Venereal Diſeaſe 
faith; That he has known ſuch wonderfu 
Effects from Sudorifics rightly applied, à 
* cannot be procured from Mercury itſel 
« nor a Kalivation, tho' long continued. 
And Belliſte, in his Eſſay upon Mercury 
: | | | declares 
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declares; © That a Salivation cannot be 
« raiſed, without doing a Violence to Na- 
ture: It is a filthy, odious, and dangerous 
Operation: It demands the moſt diligent 
« Attendance and Precaution : To procure 
the defired Benefit of it, the Salivation 
© muſt be carried to Exceſs, and the Patient 
«* reduc'd to the laſt Extremity: If he is 
« weak, you muſt curb the Flux; and, in 
* thus favouring Nature, you looſe your 
* End. All that you have done, and he 
« fuffered, will ſerve only to render the Di- 
* ſeaſe more rebellious and difficult to be 
* rooted out: Theſe imperfect Cures add 
strength and Vigour to the pocky Virus: 
The Patient becomes diſheartened ; and 
will not run the Riſque of expoſing him- 
* ſelf a ſecond Time to the Uncertainty and 
* Danger of this Operation : For ſhould the 
Flux be carried to ſuch a Pitch as is | 
* ſite to exterminate the Diſeaſe, he is then 
in the utmoſt Peril of ſinking under the 
Weight of it's Operation.” 80 far Bellofte. 

Now it we compare theſe two Me- 
thods of Cure, in Relation to the Quan- 
tities diſcharged under either Courſe, we ſhall 
perceive, that That effected by an Enlarge- 
ment of the Evacuations has 
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Excrements, that go off by the natural Eva- 
cuations in the Compaſs of one Night ; and

AnD Dr. Kel in his Medicina Statica Bri- 
tannica hasdemonſtrated, that, for every Ounce 
we loſe by Perſpiration in the Night, there goes 
off an Ounce and half in the Day-time : 80 
that if we divide the Day and Night into equal 
Portions of Time, and perſpire 40 Ounces 
during the Night's 12 Hours; and 60 Ounces 
in the 12 Hours of the Day, which is the 
more active Part of our. Time; then in the 
Compaſs of 24 Hours, according to Dr Keils 
and Sanctoriuss Computations, we ſhall loſe 
120 Ounces, which is above ſeven Pounds: 
But if we grant the Calculations of Sanctorius 
ſomewhat of the largeſt for our Northern 
Countries, as he made his Obſervations in a 
warmer Climate, where the. Perſpiration of 
the People was freer; and limit this Evacua- 
tion to fix Pounds, yet even here we ſhall 
have a greater Di by Perſpiration, than 
what uſually attends the moſt profuſe Saliva- 
tion, eſpecially if we add the leſſer Evacua-

Ir we proceed to compare theſe two Me 
thods of Cure, in Relation to the Anguiſh pi 
Pain, and Miſery, that frequently attend eac 
Courſe, certainly the new Method, by the Eva 
cuations, is infinitely eaſter, equally certain; and 
conſequently preferable upon divers Accounts 
Under this ſe, by the Evacuations, the 
Patient is generally calm in his Head, fret 
in his Breathing, lightſome in his Spirits 
and every Way eaſy in his Body: Under

on theſe Principles we follow the Laws 
nd Maxims of Nature; only by Art finiſh, 
ad perfect, what Natute was unable to =

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of herſelf: For ſheattempted to fling the Ve 
nereal Venom off by the peripirable Gland; 

and would have effected her Purpoſe that Way 
but that it's attractive Force, ſo multipliec 
the Coheſions of the tainted Blood and Juices 
as they were driven to the Skin and Sur 
face of the Body, that they could not get 
through the cuticular Emunctories with the 
perſpirable Matter, but lodged upon th: 
Skin; and formed little Abſceſſes, Scabs, 
Scurfs, and Tetters, upon the external Habit. 

Bu T here I foreſee an Objection of ſome 

Weight and Moment, that ſome unthinking 
Perſons may raiſe againſt the foregoing Me- 
thods: They may queſtion the Poſſibility o 
eradicating the Venereal Venom, or effecting 
a perfect Cure in ſome ſtubborn Caſes of the 
grand Pox, by Virtue of the foregoing Eva- 
cuations: They may ſuggeſt, that our 
Northern Countries do not favour a Cure 0 
of this Diſeaſe by the cuticular Diſcharges, 
whatever may be done in Spain, Italy, and 
ſome warme1 Climates, where the Perſpiration 
is freer, more open, and the People conſequent!y 
ſubject to protuſer Evacuations this Way. 

To this I anſwer, That tho' we natu- 
rally perſpire leſs in thoſe northern Parts of 
the World, yet every Body muſt be ſenſible, 
that by artificial Procurements, as Bagnios, 
Baths, Semicupes and the like, this Evacua- 
tion may be much increaſed, even to —_ 

treble, 
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treble, or more of what we naturally perſpire: 
do that there is no Queſtion to be made, as 
to the Succeſs of theſe Operations ; for the 
Reaſon why we have fo often been foiled in 
the Cure of cuticular Affections, is becauſe 
we have ſeldom obliged the Patient to that 
Regimen of Diet and Medicine, neceſſary in 
thoſe Caſes : We have generally, in the Itch, 
Scab, Leproſy, and Pox, preſcribed Diet 
Drinks of the Woods, Cinnabrine Electua- 
ties, or thoſe with Ethiops and Gum Guaia- 
cum as Alteratives only, that is, to purify the 
Blood; but moſt commonly ineffectually, 
becauſe they ſeldom are attended with an 
Enlargement of the proper Evacuations; and 
without which it is impoſſible to effectuate 
a ſucceſsful Cure: For to alter the Juices 
is to depurate the Blood, the Fountain from 
whence all the different ſecreted Fluids derive 
their Origin; and to depurate the Blood 
is to oblige it's Fœces and Recrements to 
ſeparate, and go off, by ſome of the Evacua- 
tions ; and for this Purpoſe, That, by Sweat 
is certainly preferable to all others; nor 
do any of them anſwer ſo well, in the 
foregoing cuticular Diſeaſes, as thoſe by the 
r ug binde Phyſicians always obliged 
HE primitive cians always obli

Morning, in their Cure by Guaiacum ; _ 


— — — — — X ——— — — — — — 
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the Succeſs this Way, was fo certain, that 
the Wood of Guaiacum did not only bear 
away the Bell from all other Remedies; 
but, for a long Courſe of Time, was known 
to cure even where Mercury, under the 
moſt ſkillful Hands, had failed of Succeſs: 
And this was often proved from divers Facts 
and Circumſtances where a Salivation raiſed, 
and that repeated, would not relieve the Diſeaſe. 
But, in Proceſs of Time, Phyſicians began 
to have ſuch a Veneration for Guaiacum, 
that they averred, it would cure without 
Sweating, and be full as efficacious, only 
by it's 7 — Qualities: But they were 
egregiouſſy miſtaken, as they found by wo- 
ful Experience, when they came to adviſe a 
certain Quantity of the Decoction to be drank 
as a Specific, at different Times of the 
Day, without any Regard to it's ſenſible Eva- 
cuations: From this Period it began mani- 
feſtly to decline in it's Credit ; upon which 
Mercury got the Aſcendant: But whoever is 
pleaſed to read Dr Friend's Account of this 
Affair, in the latter Part of the ſecond Vo- 
lume of his Hiſtory of Phyfic, will have 
Reaſon to believe, that there was much 
Artifice on the one Hand, and great Miſ- 
management on the other: And that the

the pocky Virus; when it is diffuſed through 
the whole Habit; and taints the Skin and 
Fleſh with moſt horrible Defilements : 
When puſtular Eruptions, ſerpiginous Scurfs, 
nd pocky Warts, beſet the Forehead, the 
vides of the Face, the Lips and Chin : When 
tard, cruſty Scabs.; broad and ſpreading Tet- 
ters, of divers Colours, here and there affect

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other fleſhy Parts: When foul, depaſcent 
Ulcers ſeat themſelves in the N eck, Loins, 
and Legs, with ſevere, nocturnal Pains, in

Wurx Things are come to this Paſs, 
the Queſtion is, What is moſt proper to be

And I am now accquainted with a venereal 
Patient, to whom a Scruple of Mercurius 
dulcis, and half a Dram of Pill. ex duobus, 
never gave more than three Stools, till loſing 
12 Ounces of Blood, the fame Medicine 
worked him 7 or 8, and ſometimes g or 10 
Times: And we all know, in ſome obſti- 
nate Cholics, how difficult it is to have the 
Benefit of Nature by Stool, from the Ad- 
miniſtration of either a Clyſter or a Purge,
